The Krupp Works, so recently fam- 
ed throughout the world as purveyors 
of munitions of war and keyed for the 
production of weapons in tremendous 
quantity, have accomplished ‘readjust- 
ment to peaceful productivity with ex- 
traordinary rapidity. ;
